1 0 During the month of August 1 ?50, the Reichsbshn income from interzonal passenger 
traffic amounted to DM 660,538.00 (’.vest) and UI 276*155.70 (East). Dunng this 
sane period, incesno from 02,250 fares paid for travel by Soviet occupation 
■personnel amounted to IM 2ljl,T57«00 (East). 

2. as re are three daily military passenger train;:! from the DDR to Brest-Litovsk, 
tuTO from Berlin, one from Pots; am. The train numbers and scheduled time of 
departure from the DDR boundary at Fmrikfurt/Oder are as follows: 

From Berlin No. 7lUi leaves Franlcfurt/Odcr 0628 

From Berlin Eo. 7116 leaves Franlcfurt/Oder 1150 

From Potsdam Mo. 7102 loaves Frankfurt/Oder 1610 

3 . On the average there is coo sdlitaxy munitions train daily from the U.C.S.R. 

■to the DDR, which enters through Dranld’urt/Odei*. This train is^mado up mostly 
of box cars and is hauled gcherally to V/urson or to Zeitz. Military trains 
used in troop movements to ;.nd from the U.3.S.R. are hauled over Ktebrin-Kiotz 

It. The narrow-gauge line running from Ftlrstcnwalde to Beeskow, via Ketschendorf , 
Petersdorf, Bad Saarow, 8 a :row-Pieokow and 17il:iorsdorf , is used aweiy other 
j a y for passage of a trail load of munitions from the so-called LIuna-Fabrik. 

This factory iies between Pic skew and ./ilnersdorf . The train has a Russian 
military guard. 

The Reichsbahn continue J to haul regularly loaded cars from the TCpchin ponder 
factory. 

6 . The Lohrtcr Bahnhof , • assenger station in Berlin, is to be abandoned very 
soon. The Arihalter Tahrihof, largest passenger station in Berlin, will also 
'be abandoned as soor as the necessary reorganization is accomplished. Both 
of these stations lie in the western sectors of the city. 
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7 . To the list of freight control stations already announced,, the station Ifetlcw 

is to he added on the freight outer ring. These control stations vo:;v established 
to facilitate the carrying out of the provisions of the DDR law for the protection 
of the economy. 

0, A recent order from the Iteichsbahn general headquarters forbids furt-uer delivery 
at 'the present time of rail construction materials to Uectom Berlin , 

% On 16 September 1950, the Pasichsbahn had on hand 237,300 tons of coal. This 
does not include the iron reserve which may not be touched without concurrence 
from the SKK transport officer * 

10* A special office is being sot up in the Ministry of Transport for the control 
of tankcars, including those private ly~cwne d * It is expected that om Lauter- 
mid will be appointed to head this office* 

11, Under direct Iteichsbaim control at present are 10,500 passenger coaches, 

7*2X0 serviceable locomotives and 376 brigade locomotives* It has available 
at present 291 refrigerator cars for use in importing fresh meat from Caeeho- 
Slovakia and Poland* About 1*0 of these are held in readiness daily for loading 
in these countries* 
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
